North doubled West's two- 


heart rebid for penalties — he 
felt he could win five tricks 
in his own hand plus whatever 
partner could contribute. East 
bailed out to two spades and 
South, who was not interested 
in defending against a low-level 
contract, rebid his diamonds. 
North, having silenced the op- 
position, carried his psxtner 
directly to game. 


West opened 
the 
<ace of 


spades and continued with the 
king which is the conventional 
method for showing that he has 
a doubleton in Ihe suit. The 


normal play holding the fop 
two honors, of course, is to 
lead the king first. West con- 
tinued with the king of hearts 
•taken by dummy's ace. 


.Declarer led a trump to his 


queen but, when West discard- 
ed a heart, an unexpected com- 
plication appeared. 
While it 


was possible to pick up East's 
trump holding by leading dia- 
monds twice from the dummy, 
it would be necessary to use up 
both of North's club entries in 
the process, and South would 
be left with a losing spade in 
his hand. If he chose "instead 
to ruff out his remaining spade, 
he would be unable to prevent 
East from taking a diamond 
trick. 


Presently declarer saw a pos- 


sible solution to his dilemma 
provided that West held the 
jack of clubs. The king of clubs 
was led and overtaken, by dum- 
my's ace. 


The ten of diamonds was re- 


turned, covered by East's jack 
and South's king. A small club 
came next and when West 
played low the ten was put in 
from dummy, which held the 
trick. A finesse in diamonds 
was taken against East's nine. 
The ace of diamonds picked up 
the last trump and declarer, 
continued to play diamonds. 


As the last trump was led, 


West was down to the queen 
of hearts and the jack-eight of 
clubs. The dummy, discarding 
in back of West, was left with 
the jack of hearts and the queen- 
seven of clubs. K West dis- 
carded a heart, he would be 
surrendering his protection ia 
that suit. He therefore threw 
a club; however, this enabled 
South to win the last two tricks 
with North's queen and th« 
seven of clubs.

The United Auto Workers' strategy of arm- 


Ing itself with generous contracts with Chrysler 
ind Ford before tackling General Motors did not 
work out as Walter Reuther calculated. 


The UAW had no quarrel with GM's mone- 


tary offer. The impasse developed over working 
conditions which Reuther thinks are an affront 
to "human dignity." But the company termed 
his demands an intrusion on efficient manage- 
ment. 


As a major customer, GM reaches into other 


Industries to such an extent that it's chief nego- 
tiator, Louis Seaton estimates one in 14 jobs in 
America is dependent upon the company. The 
steel industry could suffer grievously by a pro- 
tracted strike, since GM lakes more than 10 per 
tent of its production. 


Reuther contributed nothing to an amicable 


resolution of differences by announcing tri- 
umphantly, after winning the cake and frosting 
In the Chrysler and Ford settlements, that he 
was now going after the ice cream. 


What all this will do to industries less well 


heeled than Detroit's is something for the John- 
son administration to consider. The anti-infla- 
tionary guidelines of the President's Council of 
Economic Advisers have already been shattered. 
And now, in the midst of a national election 
campaign, the country is confronted by a major 
llrike that, unless promptly settled, could have 
disastrous consequences.

Scholars For Goldwater 


The Democrats beat the Republicans to the punch 


when 'it came to lining up a committee of businessmen 
for Lyndon Johnson. But the Republicans have been 
decidedly on the ball in their formation of their 
National Scholars for Goldwater and Miller. This is 
surprising, for it inverts the order of the past thirty 


(j^yyears. There were lots of businessmen in the support- 


ing organizations behind Dewey, Eisenhower, and Nixon. 
But the intellectuals marched in an almost solid phalanx 
behind Stevenson and Kennedy. 


The most interesting thing about this newly 


fledged National Scholars for Golrfwatcr and Miller 
is that Its list is laced with some of the best of (he 
newer economists. Two of these, Clarence Philhrook 
irf the University of North Carolina and Ben Rogge 
of AVabash College, are hard-working members of 
the ML Pelerin Society, which Is the international 
body that did sn much tn form the thinking and the 
policies of Chancellor 
Liidwlg Erhard of West 


Germany. At the recent meeting of the Mt. Pelerin 
Society In Scmmering, Austria, Ben Rogge took It 
npon himself in a lively after-hours coffee house 
session to explain Golrlwater to European neo-liberal 
economists who had been fed so many misleading 
headlines about Barry as an "isolationist." He did 
a most effective job. 


Other first-rate economists on the list are Karl 


Brandt of Stanford University, G. Warren Nutter of 
the University of Virginia, and Milton Friedman and 
Yale Brozen of the University of Chicago. 
Brandt's 


great specialty has been world agriculture, in which 
he is incredibly learned. Nulter was the man who 
exploded the nonsense current some yars ago that 
the Soviet. Union was about to overtake the United 
States in its annual rate of growth. As for Friedman, 
he is (he most ingenious academic economist of my 
acquaintance. Far from being an orthodox hard-money 
man, he advocates gearing Ihe expansion of the cur- 
rency each year to an average rale of industrial 
development. The idea would be to provide sufficient 
credit to encourage businessmen without running the' 
dangers of inflation.

How Many Lee Oswalds Are Still Developing? 


WASHINGTON - Thousands of 


Lee Oswalds may he living unde- 
tected and unnoticed in America 
today, and the records show that 
many a murder and many an as- 
sault on innocent persons has al- 
ready been perpetrated by de- 
ranged individuals in innumerable 
instances of crime over the years. 


If there is one lesson which the 


Warren Commission report plain- 
ly teaches, it is that the American 
people — through their federal, 
state and city governments'—have 
not given the attention that the 
problem of the criminally insane 
deserves. It requires not merely 
punishment 
a n d 
watchfulness 


thereafter, once the crime has 
been committed, but prevention, 
and this is a responsibility of or- 
ganized society today. 


Just a few days after Presi- 


dent Kennedy was assassinated, 
this correspondent wrote in these 
dispatches: 


"Oswald was a confused man, 


and neither American nor foreign 
political 
issues 
produced 
that 


confusion in the first place. He 
was the victim of an unhappy life. 
He was a man deserted and iso- 
lated. It's a familiar story of 
what brings on mental depres- 
sion. Friends can be helpful, as 
the medical books tell us. But in 
our 
self-centered 
lives,

time is so precious, there is a 
tendency to pass by the broken- 
down human beings who need 
every day the warmth of human 
love and understanding and, final- 
ly, if all else fails, the benefits

even hospital care. 


"The stories of the tragic end 


of disordered minds have been 
told many times. Similar inci- 
dents are happening all around 
us every day. Even within fam- 
ilies, as husbands or wives com- 
mit murder and sons or daugh- 
ters resort to the weapons of 
death." 


The Warren Report confirms 


these early impressions. It tells 
of how Oswald's mother, 
who 


had been twice married, placed

her children in an orphans' home 
due to lack of funds. It tells 
how a remarriage resulted in di- 
vorce, after several separations 
and reunions. 


The report tells of a "gradual- 


ly deteriorating school record" 
and of how young Oswald alleged- 
ly pulled out a pocket knife during 
an argument and threatened to 
use it on the wife of his half- 
brother. It tells how Lee, when he 
was 13, was "remanded for psy- 
chiatric observation to Y o u t h 
House, an 
institution in which 


children are kept for psychiatric 
observation or for detention pend- 
ing court appearance or commit- 
ment to a child-caring or cus- 
todial institution such as a train- 
ing school." He was examined by 
the chief psychiatrist and inter- 
viewed and observed by various 
members of the staff. 


Young O'-wald's mother told the 


commission of her visit to the 
home and how her pocketbook 
was searched "because the chil- 
dren in this home were such crim- 
inals, dope fiends, and had been 
in criminal offenses, that anybody 
entering this home had to be 
searcl 
'1 in case the parents were 


bringing cigarettes or narcotics 
or anything." Mrs. Oswald re- 
called that her son cried and 
said, "Mother, 1 want to get out 
of here. There are children in 
here who have killed people, and 
smoke. I want to get out." 


The official report of the psy- 


chiatrist in 1953 said: 


"Lee has to be seen as an emo- 


tionally quite disturbed youngster 
wlio suffers under the impact of

The tragic fact remains that 


crimes like these will happen, and 
there is no sure way to prevent 
them. But there is a way to re- 
duce their number and possibly 
prevent individuals from resort- 
ing to crime if their personal lives 
can be aided early enough and 
before criminal tendencies really 
take root. Society as a whole has 
a responsibility to face up to the 
enormity of this grave problem.
